mix ed u p in the melee and cond u ctor 
Talbert went back to the bd ggagc car 
after his rev olv er with 
which lie 
stopped the trou ble. 
Those who wTere 
not engaged in the fight were banked 
u p in the aisles and among the seats, 
and some fear was felt as there might 
hav e been great d anger from fly ing 
bu llets. 
It is u nd erstood tliat sev eral 
rev olv ers were d rawn, bu t no shots 
were fired . 
The train was » topped 
twice between Connersv ille and Ru sh- 
v ille, when the u nru ly ones 
were 
pu t off and 
another 
man 
named 
Flanagan was held u ntil the train 
reached 
Ru shv ille, where 
he was 
tu rned ov er to officer 
Gash Ross. 
Flanagan was bad ly intox icated , and 
bad been stru ck ov er the head by the 
cond u ctor, w ith whom he had grap­ 
pled . 
Sev eral Ru shv ille people were 
on the train, bu t were not in a posi­ 
tion to witness the trou ble.

The time is not far d istant when 
nearly ev ery farmer will hav e a tele­ 
phone in his hou se, to be u sed , not 
only in his bu siness, bu t for conv en­ 
ience and pleasu re as well. 
Abou t 
fiv e y ears ago the wholesale introd u c­ 
tion of the ’phone in the agricu ltu ral 
d istrict commeu ced , and now it is 
consid ered an essential part of farm 
equ ipment by at least a half million 
farmers. 
It is particu larly u sefu l to 
large farms and cattle ranges and to 
the tru ck farmers 
near 
the 
large 
cities and in the sou th. 
The ad v an­ 
tages are many and the cost is slight. 
The telephone enables the farmer to 
keep in closer tou ch with the market 
than ev en the d aily papers permit. 
He is thu s able to take ad v antage of 
a rising market and send on his’prod - 
u ee or stock, or hold off in the face of 
d eclining prices. 
Ou t in Illinois last 
y ear bu y ers from ou tsid e began to 
clean np the broom corn at $60 a ton, 
when a telephone manager called u p 
the farmers on his line and told them 
the market was rising rapid ly . 
The 
resnlt was that 
before the 
season 
end ed they got $240 per ton for their 
crop. 
The telephone is of great bene­ 
fit in time of d anger from frosts, as it 
enables the fanners to receiv e 
the 
frost warnings d isseminated by the 
weather bu reau from 12 to 36 hou rs in 
ad v ance of the threatened freeze. 
In­ 
formation of 
this kind to 
be 
of 
v alu e mu st be receiv ed at the earliest 
practicable moment, as it takes time 
to prepare to fight frost, and a few* 
hou rs' d elay may mean the loss of an 
entire season’s profit. 
The telephone 
on the American farm has come to 
stay , and it« ad v ent marks a d istinct 
step forw*ard .—Mid land Farmer.

The efforts of the Nicholson law in 
abolishing saloons is shown in 
a map 
pu blished by the Anti-Saloon Leagu e 
in Ind iana. 
The figu res ind icate that 
in 975 townships reported , in other 
word s, eighty -nine in ninety -two cou n­ 
ties reported , 5 5 2 townships are w ith­ 
o ut saloons. 
The popu lation of the 
d ry townships in the StAte is 765 ,77 8 . 
The popu lation of the 15 6 remon­ 
strance 
townships is 18 7,236. 
The 
popu lation of the thirty -one townships 
that are going d ry u nd er the operation 
of the Nicholson law is 7 1,16 7 . 
It is 
claimed that in the near fu tu re 8 93 
townships of the State will be withou t 
saloons. 
Of these 187 are to be w ith­ 
ou t saloon on accou nt of the Nichol­ 
son law. 
The fu tu re anti-saloon pop­ 
u lation, prospectiv e, then, is fix ed at 
8 36 ,945 , accord ing to the present ou t­ 
look. 
The anti-saloon popu lation by 
remonstrance is claimed to be 349,403. 
Attention is called by the temperance 
people to the fu rther alleged fact that 
many townships that hav e been w ith­ 
ou t saloons wou ld hav e had saloons 
long before this had not the majority 
ex erted its will throu gh the Nicholson 
law to keep the liqu or store ou t.

Giv es an Acco unt o f his 


Whereabo uts. 


Rising, Sun, Ind., May 24 .—Interest 
hi the defense in the Gillespie murder 
trial is display ed to day by a cro wd 
which tests the capacity o f the co urt­ 
ro o m. 
J ames Gillespie, the chief de­ 
fendant, who is charged with sho o ting 
his twin sister, Elizabeth Gillespie, 
was o n the stand y esterday afterno o n 
and is being subjected to a v igo ro us 
cro ss-ex aminatio n to day . 
Gillespie testified that he had wo rk­ 
ed all day o n the date o f the tragedy 
fix ing a fence and that he ate supper 
in the kitchen o f the Seward ho me. 
When he left the kitchen table he went 
to the rear o f the y ard, and while there 
he heard a so und like an ex plo sio n. 
After the ex plo sio n he said he walked 
to ward the ho use and saw Belle Se­ 
ward and Carrie Barbo ur in the alley ­ 
way o f the Seward ho use. J ane Bo y le 
was in the rear o f the Bo y le prem­ 
ises. 
He asked the wo men what the 
tro uble was and they to ld him that 
Elizabeth had been sho t. 
His sister, 
Belle Seward, was v ery ex cited. 
He 
tried to calm her and had to adminis­ 
ter medicine to her. 
He wo uld no t let 
her cro ss the street because o f her 
co nditio n. J ames Gillespie denied that 
he ev er struck o r sco lded his sister 
Elizabeth, and disputed the testimo ny 
o f J ane Bo y le, Detectiv e Franklin and 
Matt Hewitt. 
After an o bjectio n by the defend­ 
ants' co unsel had been o v erruled, the 
questio n was asked o f My ro n Barbo ur 
If he was no t unfriendly with Eliza­ 
beth Gillespie and he said he was, and 
that he did no t attend her funeral. 
When asked if the cause was that she 
had slandered his wife, the questio n 
was o v erruled, as was ano ther asking 
the cause o f the unfriendliness. 
He 
was permitted, ho wev er, to say that 
this unfriendliness began fiv e y ears 
ago . 
At this po int Atto rney 8 paan 
asked: 
“ Is it no t true that she had 
to ld y o u that J ames Gillespie was inti­ 
mate with y o ur wife? " Befo re the wit­ 
ness co uld reply Captain Co les J umped 
up and v ehemently o bjected. 
He said 
the questio n was palpably intended to 
hav e an effect o n the J ury and was no t 
a pro per o ne. 
The questio n was ar­ 
gued fo r so me time, and tempo rarily 
laid aside to allo w presentatio n o f au­ 
tho rities. 
Meantime the cro ss ex am­ 
inatio n pro ceeded o n o ther lines. 
Mrs. Barbo ur, wife o f My ro n Bar­ 
bo ur, was nex t called. 
She said she 
was in the kitchen when the sho t was 
fired. 
She heard the gate click after 
her husband went o ut. 
She denied 
that she ev er spo ke to T^aura J o hn­ 
so n abo ut v itro l thro wing. 
She also 
denied the testimo ny o f ano ther wit­ 
ness who said she called Elizabeth 
Gillespie a dev il. 
Also that Margaret 
Gillespie aske<k,her husband if he knew 
any thing abo ut the murder. 
On re­ 
direct ex aminatio n Mrs. Barbo ur said 
her husband was seated in the fro nt 
ro o m when the sho t was fired. 
When 
she saw J ames Gillespie that night he 
was co o l and quiet. 
She said she had 
no kno wledge, directly o r indirectly , 
o f the sho o ting. 


McDonald on the Stand. 
Bedfo rd, Ind., May 24 .—J ames Mc­ 
Do nald, charged with the murder o f 
Sarah Schafer, was put o n the stand 
to day to testify in his o wn behalf. 
The case fo r the defense was o pened 
with a stro ng address to the J ury . At­ 
to rney Palmer v ehemently aserted the 
inno cence o f his client and asserted 
that witnesses wo uld be presented who 
wo uld pro v e an abso lute alibi. 
The 
first witnesses fo r the defense made a 
stro ng impressio n o n the spectato rs. 
The general belief is that the ev idence 
o f the state co ncerning the plaster 
cast o f the fo o tprint at the scene o f 
the tragedy has been made practically 
wo rthless by witnesses who testified 
that they put their feet In the track 
and saw o thers do the same. 
General­ 
ly the o pinio n is that the defense will 
make a stro nger case than was at first 
anticipated. 
It is no ticeable that the 
sentiment o f the peo ple o f Bedfo rd fo r 
and against the 
priso ner is abo ut 
equally div ided.
